WALKER MADE FIRST MATCH, 


But the Druggist’s Invention Was 
Not a Success. : 
(From ‘St. Nicholas.) 

In the nineteehth century—the century 
in which so many wonderful things were 
done—the fourth step in the development 
of the match wag taken: In 1827 John 
Walker, a druggist in a smal] English 
town, tipped a splint with sulphur, chlo- 
rate of potash and sulphid of antimony 
and rubbed it on sandpaper and it burst 
into flame. 

The druggist had discovered the first 
friction chemical match, the kind we use 
today, It is called friction chemical] be- 
cause it is made by mixing certain chem- 
icals together and ruobing them. Al- 
though Walker’s match @id not require 
the bettle of acid, it mevertheless Was 
not a good one. It could be lighted only 

hard rubbing, and it sputtereqd and 
threw fire in all directions. 

In a few years, however, phosphorus 
was substituted on the tip for antimony, 
and the change worked wonders. The 
match could now be lgnted with very Ht- 
tle rubbing, and it was no longer neces- 
sary to have sandpaper upon which to 
rub it. It would ignite when rubbed on 
any dry surface, and there was no longer 
any sputtering. This was the phosphorus 
match, the match with which we are 50 
familiar. 

After the invention of the easily lighted 
phosphorus match there was no longer 
use for the dip-splint or the strike-a-light. 
The olé methods of getting a blaze were 
gradually laiq aside and forgotten. The 
first phosphorus matches were sold at 
25 cents a block—a block containing |44 
matches—and they were used ‘by but few. 

Now a hundred matches can be bought 
for a cent, It is said that in the United 
States we use about 150,000,000,000 
matches a vear. This, on an average, is 
about five matches a day for every per- 
son.

shows this week that the mileage in the 
south has been increased to nearly 62,- 
000 miles. It says: 

“During the year in the south, together 
with Missouri, Indian Territory and Ok- 
lahoma, there were built 2,624.9 miles of 
railway, about 200 miles more than last 
year, and about 3,822.6 miles will prob- 
ably ibe built during 1906 in these states 
and territories. Of the new construction 
during 1905 the amount credited to the 
south (exclusive of Missouri, #idian Ter- 
ritory and Oklahom) {is 2,243.4 miles, and 
the amount to be bullt in that section 
next year is 3,506.6 miles. 

The estimates tor 1906 do not include 
figures for new corporatiohs which have 
net begun construction, although in some 
instances contracts have been let. The 
amount of electric railway in way involv- 
ed is very small, not more than 20 or 30. 
miles for each yeur, and in this class of 
construction consideration is made only 
of track that wil] perform both passenger 
and freight service, city lines not being 
included. 

Arkansas Heads List. 

“Arkansas heads the list in amount of 
new line during 1905 with a total of 390 
miles, and Texas, which is generaliy at 
the top, takes second place with 31! 
miles; Louisiana, which last year held a 
low position, ig now third with 244 


miles; Mississippi is fourth, with 218 
miles; Indian Territory fifth with 20) 
miles; Georgia sixth, with 178 miles; 
West Virginia seventh, with 174 miles; 
Florida eighth, with 156 miles; North 
Carolina ninth, with 139 mies. 

“While Indian ‘lfrritory built more 


line than last year by about 50 miles, Ok- 
lahoma uilt only about the same 
amount, 100 miles, although in both these 
territories there are a number of new 
companies which propose to start bulid- 
ing next year. The smallest amount built 
by any State this year is 34 miles report- 
ed by Virginia, although it is probable 
that she will have at least a couple of 
hundred miles next year, if not more. 

“The outlook for 1906 indicates thdt 
| the amount of new line will be large. 
/ Texas is at the front with 737 miles; 
| Louisiana second, with about 715 miles; 
' Florida third, with 453 miles; Virginia 
, fourth, with 275 miles; North Carolina 
fifth, with 243 miles, and so on. While 
no figures are given for 1906 in the vase 
of either Maryland or Oklahoma, 
are several projects in each which will 
construct considerable mileage no doubt 
before another year has passed. 

Many Improvements Made. 

“hn addition to building new line, the 
railroads generally have pursued a policy 
of liberal improvement, and many addi- 
tions have been and are being made in 
the way of second track, improve. 
grades and curves. pew stations, termi- 
nal warehouses, docks and wharves and 
other transportation facilities. Around 
the big city terminals much new work 
has been accomplished. and more is un- 
der way.
